Those who know this viceroy beet, 


however, regard him as insincere, in- 
capable and unreliable. 


In Pekin the government is dead, 


and this means either partition or the 
maintaining of independent provincial 
governments. 


Mclilnlcy May Offer New Plans 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—It is be- 


lieved that th'e United States will make 
the next diplomatic move in the Chinese; 
controversy, Germany's refusal to agree 
to KuBsia's proposal to withdraw all 
troops from Pekin was receiving at the 
State department today. It is believed 
to convey the fact diplomatically, but 
cone'the less emphatically, that Ger- 
many will keep her forces in Pekin even 
though Bussia should continue in her 
purpose to withdraw. 


The next proposal may be to the 


other powers by President McKinley 
and it it stated in certain quarters it will 
recommend the withdrawal of the min- 
isters and legations to Tien Tsin but 
will provide that the allies retain troope 
in Pekin sufficient to maintain order, 
protect the native Christians arid to as- 
sist in the re-establishment ef a compe- 
tent Chinese government,

PHILIPPINE SOLDIERS ARE 


IN PAYOB OF M'KINLEY 


Corporal Mabie, Co. C 30th Inft, Advises His Father 


in a Letter from 
Manila, to Vote Against 


Bryan 
for 
President. 


HE GIVES GOOD REASONS FOR EXPANSION 


Filipinos flust Have the Protection of U. S. to Civ- 


ilize Them—Mass of Them Eager for Annex- 


ation—Natives Anxious for Schools. 


Corporal Fietnont'H. Mabie of Co. C 


Thirteenth Infantry, now in the service, 
of the United State's in the Philippines, 
evidently represents the soldier element 
in those islands by being opposed to the 
election of Bryan for president. 
He 


writes to his father A. O. Mabie of this 
city, from Manila under date of July IB 
as follows: 


My Dear lather: Well I am in- 


formed that your party has nominated 
your favorite candidate, Bryan, -for the 
presidency. Well, all I can say is that I 
am exceedingly sorry for both you and 
Billy, for I fear that when November 
comes you and Bryan will be all there 
will be left of the democratic party. 


We don't know, as yet, what the plat- 


form of either prrty is, but we are led to 
believe that they are , the same as in 
1896. I suppose that the main plank of 
the democratic platform is anti-eipan 
sion. I certainly am' an expansionist. I 
could not bo otherwise. I thick that if 
some of those anti expansionists could 
or would come here and see thin'gs as 
they really exist, instead oE studying 
them from afar, they would change their 
minds (if they have any.) 


Greut Commercial Opportuulty. 


There are great commercial oppor- 


tunities for these islands if they can be 
developed. Native capital will never do 
it. The natives wiirbe better cared for 
under American rule than they will be 
under a government of their own. The 
leading natives admit that the form of 
government proposed by the Philippine 
commission is more liberal than that of 
the so-called Philippine Republic. 


They also admit that their govern- 


ment could not exist or. account of the 
hatred each tribe here has for the other. 
There are something like eighty different 
tribes in these islands. The Tagalos 
are the strongest tribe and are hated by 
the other tribes. Under a native gov- 
ernment there would be internal troubles 
most of the time. 


Filipinos Can Be Subdued. ' 


I understand some claim that the 


Filipinos can cover be subdued. I.arn 
sure thsy can. The only trouble here 
now is with the Ladrones, or bands of 
robbers, who rob friend and foe alike. 


Under the old Spanish regime some 


parts of the islands were entirely given 
up to these murderous bands, and co 
attempt was ever made to subdue them. 
A band of them would sweep dowc on a 
town and carry oil whatever they want- 
ed, sometimes murdering the defenseless 
inhabitants. 
It is true that they have 


been recruited from the insurgent ranks. 
Stern measures will bring them to time. 
The peaceful natives are well pleased 
with American treatment. 


I see. too, that the '.'antis" are loud 


in their protestations ugainst governing 
without the consent of the governed. It 
doesn't appear to me that the consent of 
30,000 or more French and Spaniards 
was asked when Louisiana was pur- 
chased in 1803 or that the consent of 
Florida was asked in 1819, when that 
state was'cedid to the United States, or 
the natives of Alaska in 1867. 


Who can say that these people have 


suffered under American rule? II the 
slam acd stripes were to be torn from 
where we have fought to place them. I 
believe every sdldier^would bow-bis head 
in shame and almost wish to transfer his 
citizenship. However, I don't fear that 
our people will vote to withdraw our 
troops f.rom these islands 


True, there are a number of able men 


among them, but the vast majority are 
ignorant and unlearned. Of the inhab- 
itants in the mountains very few are 
able to read and write, and know uoth- 
ing of the outside world. Ic most of 
the coast towns most of the people are 
able to read and wi-ite, but that is the 
extent of their education. 


Have Not Heard from "Aggy" 


In the north around Tarlac there are 


some colleges and universities. 
Yet 


farther north the people are savages and 
allow no strangers among them, white 
men and native's alike, who go among 
tham seldom return. Natives here have 
not heaid from Aguinaldo since Decem- 
ber and some are of the opinion that he 
was killed by these people when he was 
chased into their territory by Major 
March. 


What these people 
wouid like is 


schools. They are anxious that their 
children may learn English and receive 
a fair education. Of all the 
native 


houses that I have entered in only one 
have I found a book. The children are 
very apt at learning English. TLey 
seeiu to learn it faster thac we boys do 
Spanish. I have learned some Spaoish. 
I think, however, that I am like one of 
our boys who made a remark the other 
day something like this: "I can speak 
Spanish 
all right but the trouble ia 


these Spaniards and natives can't un- 
derstand me." Thct is my fix. The 
children1 learn easily but ttie adults are 
hard to teach. 


, The Boys Arc All Well 


' Our boys are all well. I think Co. C 
is very fortunate cone of our nun have 
died from disease yet and from the looks 
of the boys we are in oo danger .of loos- 
ing any. In killed, wounded and miss- 
ini? we have lost more than any company 
in the regiment, the number being 13. , 


These islands are not as unhealthy KB 


some would ranks folks at, hnmn think. 
The rainy season is oo now but we only 
have a little shower about every other 
day. At Manila it rains oftener. I see 
by the Army and Navy Journal that the 
war'department has decided to send the' 
volunteer troops home, starting in No- 
vember, If they send us herne in the 
order in which they came, the 30th will 
be second to leave;" the 34th first/ 


I hope it is so, I am willing to return 


any time we have accomplished what we 
came here for

cessful cases of, safe robberies that has 
occurred fp Janesville in a long time, 
took place at the South Side brewery 
last Bight. The robbers carried off one 
hundred and seventy dollars in internal 
revenue stamps and about two hundred 
dollars in cash. 
- 


. Boretl Holes In tlie Safe. 


The robbers gained access to'-the'office 


by the way of the front door to th > 
brewery. They first bored a number of 
holes through the panel to., the door 
along side of the, lock, aba forced out a 


_ piece of tb.9 panel in the lower left hand 


corner of the upper^panel tear the lock, 
about nix inches square and reached in 
and opened the lock. 


Inside the.door in a small hallway 


about tea feet long and at the end of 
this hall is a door leading to the living 
rooms up stairs over the office. 
The 


first thing the robbers did was to lock 
this door from the outside, so as to pre 
vent any one from coming ia on them 
before they could get awaj in case they 
were discovered.

They then cut a thread in the

They were undoubt- 
edly looking around to see if there was 
much money in sight.

John Harris, an old find respected 


citizen of Janesville, died last night at 
his home on North Bluff street at the 
advanced age of seventy-five.

New York, Sept. 7.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: 
"As 


if in defiance of the annexation procla- 
mation, -the Boer resistance is assum- 
ing fresh activity in various distinct 
quarters. 
Gen. Buller's coluinn 
has 


been fighting continuously since Aug. 
21, and now finds its progress blocked 
by Botha among the Lydenbiijrg moun- 
tains in a position which is described 
as stronger than Vaal Krantz 
or 


Lalng's nek. 


"The fighting of Sunday and Monday 


made no impression on Botha's force, 
which probably will be able to hold 
out by a frontal attack. But Lord Rob- 
erts hopes to turn them out by a 
flank movement, according to some 
newspaper correspondents. 


"This will be the last stand of the 


Transvaal Boers, who will not retreat 
further northward, owing to the hos- 
tility of the natives. 


"It is curious that Gen. Roberts' re- 


cent dispatches contain no reference 
to fighting in the Congo river colony, 
which has been serious.

with its garrison of 150 men, 'has been 
•besieged by a strong .force of -Boers 
and had made a desperate resistance.
